Employment in the major non~agricultural industries showed further seasonal 
curtailment at the beginning of February. The loss of 202 peco from Jane 1 exceeded 
that reported at the same date in 1956. At 118.7 on the 1949 base, however, the 
index established a new high for the time of year, 5«7 pece above the Feb. 1, 1956, 
figure. The payroll index showed a seasonal rise of 2.6 pece in the month, and at 
184.9, was 12.7 pece above its position 12 months earlier. The weekly wages and 
salaries averaged $66.65, a new peak, as compared with $63.58 in the holiday week 
of Jan. 1, and $62.43 at Feb. 1, 1956. Previously, the highest per capita fisure 
was $66.24, at Nove 1, 1956. 


On the whole, industrial employment was quieter than in the preceding survey 
week in all provinces except Prince Edward Island. Apart from Newfoundland and 
New Brunswick, all areas reported greater activity than at Feb. 1 of last year; 
the declines in the two just mentioned were small. The weekly payrolls disbursed 
by the larger industrial establishments were lower than a month earlier in Newfoundland, 
New Brunswick and Saskatchewan, but elsewhere moved up; gains of 4.1 pecs reported in 
Nova Scotia and Ontario were most noteworthy. In all provinces, the latest indexes 
. were above those recorded a year ago. Except in Prince Edward Island, the general 
averages of weekly wages and salaries in all areas were higher than in the holiday 
week of Jan. 1, and also than in the week of Febe 1, 1956. 


Employment generally was lower than in the preceding survey in forestry, 
construction, transportation, storage and communications, public utility operation, 
trade, and in the service industries for which data are obtained. The largest 
losses in staffs were reported in trade, logging, transportation and construction. 
There was a moderate increase in mining and factory employment. The index in the 
latter rose by 0.2 pec» to 115.0, which was 4.4 peCe over the Feb. 1, 1956, figure. 
Weekly payrolls in manufacturing advanced by 569 pece in the month, and by 1009 pote 
in the year. Per sapt te wages and salaries reported in this group of industries 
mounted by $3.73 to $69.17, the highest in the record, slightly above the previous 
maximum of $68.78 in the week of Dec. 1, 1956. The Feb. 1, 1956, figure was $65.05.

Industrial employment slightly declined at Mar. 1, but the index on the 
1949 base was 118.0, the highest on record for the time of year, 4o2 pole 
over the Mar. 1, 1956, figure. The loss in the month, amounting to 0.5 peCey 
was accompanied by an increase of 0.7 pec. from Feb. 1 in the weekly payrolls, 
which were 11.2 pc. higher than a year earlier. The per capita weekly wages 
and salaries, at $67.48, established a new maximum. The average in the week 
of Feb. 1 was $66.67, and at Mar. 1, 1956, $63.20. 


On the whole, industrial activity was lower in all provinces except 
Manitoba and British Columbia. The rise in employment in the former was small, 
while that in the latter amounted to 1.3 p.ce, largely due to heightened 
activity in forestry and wood products which had been affected by poor weather 
when the preceding survey was made.e Employment in Quebec fell by 0.3 poe 
mainly due to seasonally slackened operations in logging. The reduction of 
0.5 peCe in Ontario took place largely in manufacturing, with some declines in 
forestry and trade. 


The weekly payrolls were higher than a month earlier in most provinces. 
The exceptions were the Atlantic Provinces and Ontario in which the falling=off 
was slight. Except in Prince Edward Island, the indexes were higher than in 
the week of Mar. 1, 1956. Per capita earnings rose from Feb. 1, 1957, in all 
provinces, and were also generally above their levels a year earlier. 


Employment in manufacturing showed only a slight change at Mar. 1, falling 
by 0.1 pece from the preceding survey week. The advance index number, at 115.0, 
was 24 peCe higher than at Mar. 1, 1956. Weekly payrolls disbursed by the 
co-operating manufacturers on or about the date under review increased by 0.4 Delo 
in the month, and by 8.5 pece as compared with Mar. 1 of last year.

Industrial employment increased at the beginning of May, and the index, 
at 119.1 on the 1949 average as 100, established a new high for the time of year. 
The Apr. 1 figure was 118.0, and that at May 1, 1956, 115.2. The index of weekly 
payrolls rose by 0.8 p.c. in the month to 187.6, as compared with 172.3 in the 
corresponding week last year. Average weekly wages and salaries stood at $67.43, 
down by 13 cents from Apr. 1, but a good deal above the figure of $63.93 recorded 
12 months earlier. 


Moderately heightened employment as compared with the last survey was 
reported in all provinces except New Brunswick, where seasonal slackness in trans- 
portation and forestry reduced the May 1 industrial composite index by 3.2 p.c. in 
the month. The most noteworthy additions to the working forces were in Ontario 
and British Columbia, amounting to 3.0 p.c. and 1.2 p.c., respectively. 


The general movement of industrial employment was downward at May 1 in 
logging and mining, but was favourable in other industries for which data are 
collected. The improvement in construction, transporation, storage and communi- 
cation and trade was most noteworthy. 


Employment in manufacturing advanced by 0.3 p.c. in the month, bringing 
the lastest index to 115.8, a maximum for the time of year. Payrolls rose by 0.2 
p.c. from Apr. 1.

The expansion in employment shown in the Juls 1 surwey extended on 
the whole to all provinces and to all industrial divisions surveyed.

The Sept. 1 composite index of industrial employment wes unchanged 
from a month earlier, at 127.6 on the 1949 base. A year ago, the figure 
was 125.7. The trend was downward in seven provinces, but the reported 
staffs were higher than at Aug. 1 in Prince Edward Island, Quebec and 
British Columbia. The incvease in the last named was 1.2 pec., and in 
Quebec Ooh PeCe Employment in Ontario fell by 0.3 pec. The indexes 
in most provinces were slightly higher than in the same period in 1956, 
the exceptions being Newfoundland, Nova Seotia, New Brunswick and 
Alberta o 


The Canada payroll index was 204.3, as compared with 204.0 at 
Auge 1, (previously an all-time maximum), and 191.0 at Sept. 1, 1956. 
Weekly wages and salaries averaged $68.51, up 10 cents from Aug. 1. 
The per capita figure at the same date a year ago was $65.01. 


There was moderate improvement in manufacturing in most provinces 
at the date under review as compared with the last survey, with the 
largest gain of 1.1 pec. in Quebec. The rise in this group in Canada 
amounted only to 0.4 pece On the whole, increased employment was also 
reported in mining, public utility operation and finance,: insurance and 
real estate. Declines were recorded in the month in forestry, construc- 
tion, transportation, storage and commmication, trade and the service 
industries surveyed.

ADVANCE STATEMENT ON EMPLOYMENT AND WEEKLY EARNINGS, 
FEBRUARY, 1958. \ 


(These data are subject to revision) 

The percentage decline in industrial employment occurring bétween Jan. 1 
and Feb. 1 was about the same in 1958 as in 1950 and 1955, but greater than in 
other years in the post-war period. The preliminary index dropped to 113.6 
(1949=100) at Feb. 1, indicating that industrial employment at that date was 
about 3 p.ce lower than at Jan. 1, and about 4 pece lower than at Feb. 1, 1957. 
This winter, for the first time in the post-war period, the increase in average 
weekly wages and salaries following the seasonal decline reflected in statistics 
for Jan. 1 was insufficient to bring the figure for Feb. 1 above that for Dec. 1. 
(The Jan. 1 figure is based on data for the last pay period in December, and 
therefore reflects curtailment of operations during the holiday period). However, 
the Feb. 1 earnings figure of $69.23 was almost 4 pec. higher than that for the 
corresponding date in 1957. The payroll index for Feb. 1 is estimated at 183.8 
and is therefore lower than that for Feb. 1, 1957 (184.7). The year-to-year 
increase in average weekly wages and salaries did not completely offset the 
decline in employment. Payroll indexes for certain months in 1954 were below 
those for the corresponding months in 1953, but no other year-over-year declines 
in payroll indexes had previously occurred in the post-war period. 


Provincial employment indexes for Feb. 1 were lower than corresponding 
indexes for Jan. 1, 1958 and Feb. 1, 1957 in all cases but one = the Feb. 1 index 
for Saskatchewan was higher in 1953 than in 1957. Year=tomyear decreases were 
greater in the Atlantic Provinces and British Columbia than in the Central and 
Prairie Provinces. As the statistics for Feb. 1 are based on data for the last 
pay period in January, the figure for British Columbia reflects the incidence of 
a major strike in that province, although this strike was settled by the beginning 
of February.

: The Mar. 1 industrial composite index of employnent for Canada was 213.0 
(19497100), down slightly from the index for Feb. 1 (213.7). The drop is not 
attributable to seasonal influences, so it appears that the underlying downward 
movement in industrial employment which began last fall contimied through to Mare i. 
However, declines in seasonally-adjusted data in the first part of 1958 were not as 
reat as in the last few months of 1957. Average weekly wages and salsries wers 
69.96 at Mar. 1, up 71 cents from the figure recomed for the previous month. 
Seasonal factors appear to have aceounted for the greater part of this inerease. 
The industrial composite payroll index for Mar. 1 was 184.8, and was therefore 
higher than that for Feb. 1 (182.8). However, the Mar. 1 payroll index was below 
that for the corresponding month in 1957, ag was the index for Feb. ie 


Employment in Quebec and the Prairie Proviness showed normal seasonal changes 
from Feb. 1 to Mar. 1. In Ontarto and Neva Scotia, declines were recorded although 
seasonal factors tend to oecasion increases. Drops in employment in construction in 
the two provinces contributed to the overall ceelines. On the other hand, employ-= 
ment rose in Newfoundland and New Branswiek, although normal seasonal factors tend 
to Lead to employment declines. An early start on Spring logging operations in 
Newfoundland and an increase in raitway employment jn New Brunswick were important 
causes for the increases. A rise in employment in the pulp and paper industry in 
British Columbia which followed settlement of a major strike fully accounted for 
the increase in overall industrial employment in that province. 


Employment increased from Feb. 1 to Mare 1 in mantvacsuring and mining, but 
declined in the other major industry divisions. The increase in empioyment in manu 
facturing is wholly attributable to the rise in employment in the pulp and paper 
industry in British Columbia. As no seasonal increase occurred in employment in 
manufacturing, it appears that the underlying dowward movement which had been 
established previously continued through to Mar. 1. Month=to=-month employmens 
moverents in most other industry divisions followed normal seasonal patternge 
However, employment in forestry Gropped less than normal: there are indications 
that good weather permitted an early start on spring operations in some areas.

The Apr. 1 industrial composite index of employment for Canada was 112.9 
(1949=100), virtually the same as that for Mar. 1 (113.0). Seasonal influences 
have tended to occasion slight declines in employment between Mar. 1 and Apr. 1 
in recent years, so it appears that the underlying downward movement in employment 
which persisted through the winter of 1957-58 was arrested between the two dates. 
Average weekly wages and salaries were $70.18 at Apr. 1, up slightly from the 
Mar. 1 figure. There was a rise of 74 cents in per capita earnings in manufacturing 
between Mar. 1 and Apr. 1, mainly owing to increases in average hours worked. The 
industrial composite payroll index for Apr. 1 was 185.1, up slightly from the Mar. l 
figure of 185 oO. 


From Mar. 1 to Apr. 1, employment in construction increased more than 
seasonally in most provinces. However, industrial disputes in British Columbia 
led to a sharp drop in construction employment in that province, and there wes 
therefore only a small rise in the Canada index for the industry. Normal seasonal 
increases in employment in manufacturing, trade, services and finance, insurance and 
real estate were recorded. There was a large decline in forestry employment between 
the two dates, but such a decline normally occurs at this time of the year. Employ~ 
ment indexes for public utility operation and for transportation, storage and 
communication showed little change between Mar. 1 and Apr. 1. Scattered layoffs in 
various branches of mining led to a decline in the employment index for this industry. 


Provincially, industrial employment increased between Mar. 1 and Apr. 1 in 
Newfoundland, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British Columbia. The increase 
in industrial employment in Newfoundland reflected a rise in forestry employment in 
the province. Seasonal influences normally bring increases in employment in Ontario 
and British Columbia between Mar. 1 and Apr. 1. The small size of the rise in 
British Columbia reflects disruption of the construction industry resulting from 
industrial disputes. The employment increases in Manitoba and Saskatchewan are not 
attributable to seasonal factors. In the Maritimes, Quebec and Alberta, industrial 
employment was lower at Apr. 1 than at Mar. 1. The declines in the Maritimes and 
Quebec were less than seasonal, partly because employment declines in forestry in 
these areas were smaller than usual. The drop in Alberta was associated with a 
decline in employment in oil and natural gas production.

The industrial composite index of employment rose from 11235 
(1949=100) at Apre 1 to 114.5 at May 1. Seasora? factors appear to have 
been responsible for almost the whole of this increase. Average weekly 
wages and salaries increased from $7.19 at Apr. 1 to $70.32 at May 1. 

At the later date, the industrial composite index of payrolls reached 
188.1, and therefore exceeded the index for the covresponding date a year 
earlier (187.9). Payvoll indexes for the earlier months of 1958 were 
lower than those for the corresponding moriths in 1957. 


Industrially, substantial increases in employment were recorded 
for construction, public utility operation and transportation, storage 
and communication. On the whole, these increases reflected seasonal 
influences, but employment in highways, bridges and streets construction 
and in water transportation rose more than seasonally, There was a 
moderate rise in the number of workers in manufacturing establishments. 
Employment in forestry declined seasonally. There wes also a drop in 
mining employment, but this was more than seasonal. The indexes for 
trade, services and finance, insurance and real estate showed little 
change from Apr. 1 to May 1. 


Industrial employment was higher at May 1 than at Apr. 1 in all 
provinces except New Brumswick. The decline in New Brunswick reflected 
seasonal decreases in employment in the water transportation and railways 
industries in the provinces

An increase of 3.1 peco recorded in industrial employment et the 
beginning of June brought the general index (1949=200) to 118.2. The rise 
from May 1 was slightly below average for the time of year, fractionally 
reducing the seasonally adjusted index. Industrial employment continued 
below its level a year ago, when the unadjusted index was 123.5. Weekly 
wage and salary payments were 3.8 pec. higher in the latest survey period 
than a month earlier, and raised the payroll index to 195.5, virtually the 
same as at June 1 of last year (295.7). Per capita earnings reached a new 
high, at $70.76, as compared with $70.35 in the week of May 1, and $67.82 at 
June 1, 1957. 


Employment and payrolls were generally higher in all provinces than a 
month earlier. Average weekly wages and salaries dropped slightly in New- 
foundland, Nova Scotia, New Brunswiek and British Columbia, mainly due to the 
addition of lower paid seasonal workers to the reported staffs. Reduced 
working hours in some establishments also comtributed. In all provinces, 
however, the per capita figures were higher than in the same period in 1957 
and preceding yearse 


Heightened activity was shown at June ] in all main industriel divisions 
surveyed. As usual at the time of year, the improvement in construction was 
most noteworthy. There were also substantial gains in forestry, manufacturing 
and transportation, storage and commmication. Within manufacturing, the most 
important increases were in foods and beverages and wood products.

The industrial composite index of employment for Oct. 1 was 121.8 
(1949=100), the same as the figure for Sept. 1. Employment in manufacturing 
increased by 0.7 pec. from Sept. 1 to Oct. 1. The rise of 2.8 pec. in Ontario 
reflected recall of automobile workers after layoffs associated with model 
changes, seasonal increases in activity in canning plants, and re-opening of 
breweries after shut-downs resulting from strikes of distributive workers. 
Manufacturing employment declined seasonally in most other provinces. 


Employment in forestry was up 12 p.ce, partly owing to recall of 
workers in British Columbia after improvement in the forest fire situation. 
Employment increased in Ontario, Quebec and New Brunswick, but a decrease of 
27 PeC. was recorded for Newfoundland as cutting operations neared completion. 
Employment increases were also recorded for trade and finance, insurance and 
real estate. Increases usually occur in these industries between Sept. 1 and 
Oct. 1. In the remining industry divisions, employment declined, mainly owing 
to seasonal factors. . Strikes affecting construction in the Toronto area led to 
a more=than-seasonal drop in building and general engineering. 


_ Provincially, employment increased in Ontario and Nova Scotia, and 
declined in all other provinces. The largest percentage drop (3.2 pec.) was in 
Newfoundland, with the decline in forestry the main factor in the decreasee 


The industrial composite figure of average weekly wages and salaries 
rose from $70.67 at Sept. 1 to $70.81 at Oct. 1, largely owing to a longer work 
week in manufacturing and increases in employment in motor vehicle plants. The 
composite index of payrolls increased from 201.1 to 201.6. Disbursements in 
forestry, manufacturing, trade and finance, insurance and real estate were higher 
than for the week of Sept. 1, but those in the remaining industrial divisions 
declined. The most noteworthy reduction was in mining in which industrial 
disputes occurring towards the end of September caused a large decrease in the 
earnings and hours reported for the period ending on or about Oct. 1.

Industrial employment in the pay period preceding Nov. 1 was about 2 pec. 
lower than a month previously. The preliminary index for Nov. 1 was 120.0 
(1949=100). Employment declined.in all industries except forestry, trade, and 
finance, insurance and real estate, where seasonal increases occurred. Most of 
the declines in the remaining industries reflected seasonal influences. However, 
industrial disputes in non-ferrous metals mining and smelting in Ontario 
contributed to the decreases in mining and manufacturing. Employment in 
construction also showed a nore=than-seasonal decline. 


Provincially, employment was up in Prince Edward Island and Nova Scotia, 
but down in the remaining provinces. The drop in Ontario was more than seasonal, 


owing to the effects of the industrial disputes mentioned above. In British 
Columbia, employment declined less than usual from Oct. 1 to Nov. 1. 


The industrial composite figure of average weekly wages and salaries 
reached $70.99 in the pay period preceding Nov. 1, up slightly from the Oct. 1 
figure. Manufacturing earnings rose from $72.73 to $73.34, an increase of 
61 centse The industrial composite payroll index for the period preceding Nov. l, 
1958 was 199.03; corresponding figures for Octe 1, 1958 and Nov. 1, 1957 were 
201.8 and 201.3 respectively.

Industrial employment declined less than seasonally from the pay 
period preceding Nov. 1 to that preceding Dec. 1. The composite index 
for the later period ws 119.1 (1949=100), down only 0.8 per cent over 
the month. The retwen of workers in the construction industry and in 
primary iron and steel in Ontario following the settlement of industrial 
disputes was the main factor moderating the decline. The situation in 
forestry and mining continued weak. Most major employment changes in 
other industries and areas reflected normal seasonal influences. 


Industrial employment was down over the month in all provinces 
except Ontario, New Brumswick and Prince Edwerd Island. The contra= 
seasonal rise in Ontario resulted from settlement of the industrial 
disputes mentioned above, while that recorded for New Brunswick reflected 
increased employment in highways, bridges and streets construction. 


Average weekly wages and salaries rose from $71.13 for the pay 
period preceding Nove 1 to $71.55 for that preceding Dece 1. The payroll 
index dropped slightly from the figure of 199.5 recorded for the pay 
period preceding Nove 1. However, the index for Dec. 1 (199.1) exceeded 
that for the corresponding period in 1957, This was the first yeareover= 
year increase in payrolls recorded since June 1, 1958.

Industrial employment declined by 29 pec. from the pay period 
preceding Dec-e 1, 1958 to that preceding Jane 1, 1959. The industrial 
composite index of employment for the later period was 115.8 (1949-100). 
The reduction was slightly less than seasonal, and smaller than in the 
corresponding periods in the two preceding years. Employment declines 
occurred in all provinces, but those in the Atlantic Provinces, Ontario, 
Manitoba and Alberta were less than seasonal. Return of workers follow- 
ing the ending of industrial disputes in non-ferrous metals mining and 
smelting in Ontario moderated the declines in employment indexes for 
that province and for Canada.

The industrial composite index number of employment for January, 1959 
was 113.7 (1949=100), down 2 p.ce from the index number for December, 1958. 
The greater part of the decline resulted from reductions in retail trade 
following the end of the Christmas holiday season. Seasonal drops in forestry, 
construction and water transportation also contributed to the decrease. The 
declines were moderated by the return of workers in non-ferrous metals mining 
and smelting who had been engaged in industrial disputes in the latter part of 
1958. This factor was responsible for the increases in employment indexes for | 
durable goods manufacturing and mining. However, it appears that the decline 
in the composite index would have been a little less than seasonal even if 
there had been no increase in non-ferrous metals. 


Average weekly wages and salaries rose sharply after dipping seasonally 
during the latter part of December. Levels reached in manufacturing, — : 
trade and construction during January were well above those for November, 1958. 
The industrial composite payroll index for January, 1959 was 192.0, up Ae4 pete 
from the index for January, 1958.

Industrial employment in the latter part of February was 
| slightly lower than in the corresponding period in January, The 
composite employment index declined from 113.7 to 113.0 over the month. 
Seasonal influences were partly responsible for the decline. In manu- 
facturing, the principal non-seasonal causes of employment change were 
layoff of workers from plants of aircraft manufacturers and their 
suppliers, and the return of employees of motor vehicle plants who had 
been on strike during the survey period in January. The Canada employ~ 
ment index for mining dropped 3 p.c. owing to layoff of workers in coal 
mines in Nova Scotia. 

Average weekly wages and salaries showed a further increase from 
January to February, advancing 75 cents over the month. The industrial 
composite payroll index for February was 192.9 up slightly from the

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Industrial employment rose seasomlly by 1.6 p.c. from } coh 
to April. The composite index for April was 115.5 (1949=100). Mining 
employment was up 1.9 poco, largely owing to the recall of Nova Scotia 
coal miners wno had been laid off during March. Employment in other 
industry divisions showed normal seasonal variatidsy with increases 
recorded for all industries except forestry, A reduction in trans-_ 
portation in New Brunswick led to a seasonal decline in the composite 
index for that province, but in all other ptovinces the index was up 
from the March figure. 

Average weekly wages and salaries rose from $72.60 in the latter 
part of March to $73.30 in the corresponding part of April. Workers who 
were on unpaid holiday for one or more days over the Easter period had 
received less than their normal weekly earnings during the survey period 
in March. The rise from March to April in part reflects return to a 
normal work week.

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Thre, industrial composite index number of employment for December was 
118.2, down 3 p.c. from the figure of 121.8 recorded for November. Seasonal 
factors led to declines in all industry divisions except trade. The effect of 
seasonal influences on employment in durable goods manufacturing was partly offset 
by mon-seasonal increases in the automobile industries. In November, large numbers 
of automobile workers had been laid off owing to shortages of steel.

Industrial employment declined seasonally by 2.5 pec. from December to January. 
The composite index for January was 115.2 (1949=100). Reductions in trade following 
the end of the Christmas holiday season accounted for half of the employment drop. 
Declines in construction, forestry and water transportation also contributed sub- 
stantially to the reduction. The decrease in construction was more than seasonal. 
Employment in manufacturing and mining rose slightly, following the normal seasonal 
pattern. 

Industrial employment in recent months has shown little variation except for 
movements which may be assigned to normal seasonal factors or irregular occurrences. 
This is in contrast to the situation in the winter of 1958-59, when the underlying trend 
of activity was moderately upwards, and termination of a number of major industrial dis~ 
putes also led to improvements in the general employment situation. Comparisons of sta- 
tistics for January 1960 with those for January 1959 indicate a rise of 1.3 poco in in= 
dustrial employment over the year. Forestry, service, trade, finance and durable goods 
manufacturing showed decided increases. Employment in construction, public utility op- 
eration, mining and non-durable goods manufacturing was up marginally, or unchanged. 

The only industry division in which employment was lower in January 1960 than in January 
1959 was transportation, storage and communication. 

Average weekly wages and salaries rose in January to exceed $75 for the first time. 

The $70 level was first surpassed in February 1958. The composite payroll index for Jan-

The eee ee esas index number of employment declined from 
123.00 in June to 121.9 in July, a reduction of 0.9 pece Through most 
of the post-war period, employment has risen from June to July. However, 
a reduction was recorded betuean the two months in 1959, as in 1960. In 
both these years, the declines were the result of unusual circumstances. 
The reduction in 1959 was.caused by industrial disputes. In 1960, the 
June to July decrease in part reflected early shut-downs in automobile 
plants, arising from decisions to close off production preparatory to 
the introduction of new models earlier in the year than usual. The 
second major factor was an unusual decline in the numbers of people 
employed on highway construction work. Employment moved seasonally 
in most industries other than those affected by these special factors, 
although conditions appeared to weaken slightly in some instances. 

The composite figure of average weekly wages and salaries for 

July was $76.31, up 57 cents from the June level. The decline in numbers 
of casual workers employed in Sa re and streets construction 


was a factor in this rise. The composite payroll index for July was 217.8, 


down slightly from the figure of 218.2 recorded for June.

Within durable goods manufacturing, employment in transportation 
equipment increased from July to August. In most previous years considerable 
declines occurred between the two months owing to layoffs in automobdiLte pants 
preparatory to production of new-model cars.

Industrial employment declined seasonally from October to November. 

The index number for November was 119.8 (1949=100), down 1.4 pece from that for 
October. Month-to-month reductions were recorded for all provinces except Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, and for all industry divisions except trade and finance. 
Employment in trade as usual rose substantially as Christmas buying activity 
increased. 

In forestry, employment dropped from October to November, although there 
has taaalty been a rise in the industry between the two months. On the other hand, 
employment declines in manufacturing were somewhat less than seasonal.

The decline in construction was larger than 
usual, and led to a more—than=seasonal decrease in the industrial composite 
index. 


Comparisons between employment indexes for January 1961 and those 
for January 1960 indicate a 3.0 pece decline in industrial employment over 
the year. Index numbers for mos st industry divisions covered by the monthly 
survey were down, but there was a 2e9 pece rise in finance, insurance and 
real estate, and the declingssin non-durable goods manufacturing, public 
utility operation, trade and service were small. Reductions in the re= 
maining industries amounted to 10.8 pece in forestry, 7.4 pec. in mining, 
Te3 DeCe in durable goods manufacturing, 5¢7 pece in construction, and 
325 peCe in transportation, storage and communication. Provincial employ- 
ment indexes declined over the year, with the exception of that for New- 
foundland, which rose by 6.4 PeCe 


Average weekly wages and salaries rose by 2e7 DeCe between January 
1960 and January 191. This was the smallest January to January rise re- 
corded in the past decade. However, the January 1961 figure of O77 el was 
the highest yet recorded. The composite payroll index for January 1961 
was 201.9, down slightly from the index numbers for December 1960 and 
January 1960, The year-to-year decline in the payroll index was the first 
recorded since that for the twelve months preceding October 1955.

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The industrial composite index number of employment for March was N- 
110.9 (1949=100), virtually unchanged from the figure for February. A large 
decline in forestry, partly occasioned by seasonal factors, was almost bal- 
anced by seasonal increases in other industries, particularly trade, man~ 
ufacturing and transportation, storage and communication. 

Employment in forestry declined by more than one-third between Feb~ 
ruary and March, Although much of the decrease was attributable to normal 
seasonal influences, and unusually poor weather conditions may also have been 
a factor, the figures confirm previous indications that the employment situation 
in the industry deteriorated during the 1960-1961 season.

Industrial employment increased by 3.5 pecs from April to May, with 

the composite index of employment (1949=100) rising to 116.9 in the latter 

months This was 1.7 pece lower than the May 1960 index. However, the month- 

to=month increase was larger than seasonal, and the seasonally adjusted 
y composite index rose from 116.0 in April to 116.8 in May. Employment was at 


a higher level in all industrial divisions, with the increases in forestry, 
construction and manufacturing accounting for most of the overall gain. The 
increases were larger than seasonal in all industries except service and 
transportation, storage and communication. 

Average weekly wages and salaries declined by 13 cents, from 
$78.12 in April to $77.99 in May, Temporary reductions in earnings of workers 
on unpaid leave during the Victoria Day week-end were a factor in the decline. 
The composite payroll index for May was 214.0 up 3.7 pece from the figure 
for April 1961, and 2 p.c. above that for May 1960.

The preliminary industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) 
was 122.4 in July, up 0.9 p.c. from the June figure of 121.3. The July figure 
was 0.4 pec. above the same month last year, this being the first year-to-year 
increase in several months. The seasonally adjusted composite index rose by 
0.7 pec. to 118.7, its highest level since June 1960. Most major industrial 

) divisions showed higher employment levels in July, although trade and manufac- 
turing were lower. In all cases where employment rose, the gains were seasonal 
in size or larger. Employment in trade and manufacturing which usually declines 
between June and July, fell less than seasonally. 

Industrial composite average weekly wages and salaries declined from 
878.55 in June to $78.32 in July.

Industrial employment increased by 0.7 peco from July to August with the 
composite index of employment (1949=100) rising to 123.4. This figure was slightly 
above that for August of last year. Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite 
declined fractionally, following an advance in the last 3 months. A majority of the 
major industrial divisions recorded higher levels in August, but employment in trans- 

) portation, storage and communication and in finance, insurance and real estate showed 
no change and in forestry and mining there were declines. The only advance of con- 
sequence in the seasonally adjusted industry series occurred in the service industries 
surveyed. There were small gains in durable goods manufacturing, trade and public 
utility operation, while transportation, storage and communication showed no changeée 
Forestry, mining, construction, non=-durable goods manufacturing and finance, insurance 
and real estate declined. 

Gains in per capita earnings in Ontario and Alberta more than offset losses 
in the remaining provinces, so that the industrial composite of average weekly wages 
and salaries showed little change at $78.26 or 2 cents higher than the revised figure 
for July» The Canada average was $2.32 above that for August 1960. 

The composite payroll index, at 226.8, was up 0.8 pec. from the July index of 


22501, and was 3.6 pece above the August 196, index of 219.0<

The industrial composite index of employment (1949-100) declined contra- 
seasonally over the month. The September index stood at 123.2, down 0.6 p.c. from 
the revised August index but slightly above September 1960. Seasonally adjusted, 
the composite fell from 119.0 in August to 118.5 in September. 


Most major industrial divisions showed lower employment indexes than their 
August levels. Only forestry, trade and non-durable goods manufacturing recorded 
increases. Construction and service declined by over 3 p.c. The losses in mining, 
durable goods manufacturing, public utility operation and transportation, storage and 
communication were between 1 p.c. and 2 p.c. The decrease in durables was contra- 
seasonal and resulted from lay-offs in the transportation equipment group due to 
| industrial disputes in the United States. 


The largest declines in the seasonally adjusted indexes occurred in 
durables, construction, trade and service, each of which fell by around 1 p.c. 
Mining and finance, insurance and real estate declined fractionally. Transportation, 
storage and communication was unchanged. Of the seasonally adjusted indexes, only 
forestry, non-durables and public utility operations recorded increases. 


All regions recorded declines in employment with contra-seasonal losses 
occurring in Quebec, Ontario and the Pacific region. The decreases in the Atlantic 
and the Prairie regions were about usual for the time of year. 

The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 46¢ 


over the month to $78.73. This was $2.18 above the same month last year. The payroll 
index, at 227.7, was unchanged from August, but up 3.2 p.c. from September 1960.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 122.8 in Oc‘ober, 
down 0.4 pec. from September, but 1.1 p.c.e higher than in October 1960. The seaso- 
nally adjusted index rose from 118.6 in September to 119.4 in October. This was its 
highest value since June 1960. 


‘As is usual at the time of year, most industrial divisions reported lower 
employment than in September. Nondurable goods manufacturing, construction and service 
recorded the largest decreases, amounting in each case to 2 pece or more. The loss in 
non-durables, accounting for about half the decline in the composite, reflected tape-~ 
ring off in canning activities. Transportation, storage and communication declined 
by 1.6 pce, and mining and public utility operation each fell by 0.9 pec. In 
creases were recorded in forestry, durable goods manufacturing, trade and finance, in- 
surance and real estate. The contra-seasonal increase in durables reflected rehiring 
of workers in the transportation equipment group in which employment had been reduced 
by shortages of parts caused by industrial disputes in the United States. 


Seasonally adjusted indexes moved up in all major industry divisions except 
mining. In most cases, this was a resumption of upward trends in evidence in the 
second and third quarters, which had been temporarily interrupted in September. 
Forestry recorded the largest gain over the month (6.3 pece)» Durable goods, const~ 
ruction and trade showed increases of over 1 pec. The increases in non-durable goods, 
transportation, storage and communication, public utility operation , trade and service 
were small, as was the decrease in mining. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 30 cents 
over the month to $79.05. This was $2.45 above the same month last year. The payroll

The index of industrial employment(1949=100) declined less than seasonally from 
October to November. The latest index, at 121.6 was down 1.1 pec. from October but up 
1.6 pece from November 1960. All major industry divisions except trade and finance, in- 
surance and real estate, reported lower levels of employment in November than in October. 
The changes in most industry divisions, except forestry, manufacturing and construction 
differed only slightly from normal seasonal movements. The main modifying influences in 
the general decline were smaller than seasonal decreases in durable and non-durable manu- 
facturing and construction. Largely as a result of the moderate declines in these com 
ponents the seasonally adjusted composite index rose from 119-5 in October to 120.0 in 
November. 


| Contra-seasonal increases in transportation equipment and electrical apparatus 
and supplies were important in softening the decline in durables. In the non=durables 
group, clothing, textile, leather and rubber products continued a main source of strength, 
although smaller than usual reductions in food processing and a larger than usual increase 
in tobacco products were also important in moderating the November decline. The decline 
in the seasonally adjusted forestry index reflected a return to more usual levels of 
employment for the time of year, following very large increases recorded in October. 


Employment was down from October in every province and region. However, 
employment was lower than in November 1960 only in New Brunswick, Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan, where the losses were not large enough to bring about decreases in the Atlantic 
and the Prairie regions.

Average weekly wages and salaries fell by 18 cents over the month to $79.02, 
but were up $2.41 from November 1960.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) declined by 
3.1 pece from November to 117-9 in December. This figure was 2-6 p.oc. above 
that for December 1960. As is usual, between November and December, employment 
decreased in all major industry divisions except trade. The decline was concen= 
trated in manufacturing, construction and transportation, storage and communication. 
In general, the losses were seasonal in size, or smaller, and the seasonally adjusted 
composite index rose slightly from November to December. 


Except in forestry and construction, the changes in the seasonally adjusted 
major industry series were small. Construction recorded significant increases as a 
further strengthening was indicated in the building and general engineering component; 
forestry declined by over 5 pece Larger than usual decreases in the food and beverage 
group modified the overall increase in the seasonally adjusted manufacturing index. 
In durable manufacturing, employment in wood products and electrical apparatus and 
supplies continued to strengthen. Iron and steel products and transportation equip= 
ment recorded slightly larger than seasonal increases. In the latter, losses in motor 
parts and accessories partly offset moderate increases in other components of the group.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) declined from 117.8 
in December to 115.2 in January. Most major industrial divisions were lower although 
the drop was largely concentrated in trade, construction and transportation, storage 
and communication. Declines were partially offset by moderate increases in durable 
and non=durable manufacturing, and a small rise in finance, insurance and real estate. 


The seasonally adjusted industrial composite index of employment was virtually 
} unchanged from December. Most of the adjusted indexes for the major industry divisions 
were unchanged or rose slightly. However, the adjusted index for forestry rose signi- 
ficantly as employment decreases in British Columbia were considerably less than seasonal. 
The adjusted index for durable goods manufacturing was unchanged. Moderate gains were 
recorded in wood products and electrical apparatus and supplies, but iron and steel 
products rose less than seasonally, with losses in primary iron and steel and fabricated 
and structural steel more than offsetting gains in the remaining component industries. 
In transportation equipment, only the aircraft and parts group showed improvement. In 
non—durable goods manufacturing, smaller than seasonal decreases in food and beverages, and 
larger than seasonal increases in tobacco products, printing and publishing and miscel- 
laneous manufacturing more than offset losses in rubber, paper products and clothing 
plants so that the seasonally adjusted non-durable index recorded a small increase. The 
only significant decreases were reported in mining and transportation, storage and 
communication. In mining, layoffs in Nova Scotia were largely responsible for the 
decline. Losses in transportation occurred mainly in Quebec. 


The industrial composite of average wages and salaries rose by $2.17 over the 
month to $79.25 in January- A large inerease from December to January is usual, average 
earnings usually being depressed during the year-end holiday week.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) stood at 115.2 in 
March, 0.4 peCe above the February figure. Almost all major industrial divisions 
recorded increases. However, the overall gains were greatly modified by large 
decreases in forestry, as the cutting season ended in Eastern Canada. Seasonally 
adjusted, the composite advanced slightly to 120.6. After marked advances through= 
out 1961, the composite has tended to level in recent months. 


The seasonally adjusted indexes for most major industrial divisions were 
up from February. Only the adjusted indexes for forestry, public utility operation 
and transportation, storage and communication failed to advance; the decline in 
forestry may indicate a changing seasonal pattern. The largest percentage increase 
was in construction, largely reflecting expansion in the building and general 
engineering component. There were offsetting movements in mining. Greater than 
seasonal increases were recorded in metal mining, largely due to the resumption of 
operations in Newfoundland of iron mines closed in February. Employment in oil and 
natural gas levelled between February and March instead of declining as has been the 
pattern in previous years. However, the strength shown in these industry groups was 
largely offset by extensive layoffs of coal miners in Nova Scotia. Slight increases 
were shown in manufacturing. In durables, smaller than seasonal increases in wood 
products, transportation equipment and non-ferrous metals modified gains in other 
sectors. A contra-seasonal decline in aircraft and parts was the main factor in 
the reduction in transportation equipment. Most components of non=<durable goods 
manufacturing showed larger than seasonal increases, with a contra~seasonal increase 
in clothing products being the most significant. In the service producing industries, 
increases were recorded in trade, finance, insurance and real estate and the service 
industries surveyed. The transportation, storage and communication group was 
virtually unchanged, and employment in public utility operation declined.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) rose seasonally 
from March to April. The latest index at 116.7 was 1.3 pec. above March. Most 
industry divisions increased over the month, the exceptions being forestry and 
mining which declined, and finance, insurance and real estate which showed no 
change. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite was virtually unchanged 
at 120.6, the movements of the seasonally adjusted industry indexes being largely 
offsetting. The only significant change in the adjusted indexes for the major 
industry divisions were increases in forestry, trade and durable goods manufacturing 
and a decline in construction. The changes in forestry and construction may 
reflect changing seasonal patterns, Employment in durable goods manufacturing 
showed good gains mainly as a result of the settlement of industrial disputes in 
the transportation equipment group. Apart from the food and beverage group which 
rose less than usual for the time of year, most components of non=durables 
recorded changes which did not differ importantly from seasonal patterns. Mining 
showed a small gain as a result of settlement of industrial disputes in the iron 
mining industry and re-employment of coal miners who had been temporarily laid 
off in March.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) rose by 3.7 p.c. 
to 121.0 in May, as staffs were increased in most major industrial divisions with 
the oncoming of spring. As usual, the increases were largest in manufacturing 
and construction, although the advances in forestry and transportation, storage 
and communication were also substantial. The seasonally adjusted industrial 
composite index showed a moderate rise of 0.3 p.c. to 121.0, largely as a result 
of a greater than seasonal increase in manufacturing. 


The seasonally adjusted indexes for most major industrial divisions 
were up from April. The most important gain was in manufacturing, where the 
adjusted index rose from 112.0 in April to 112.9 in May. Both major components 
recorded significant gains. In durables, there were marked advances in iron 
and steel, electrical apparatus and supplies and transportation equipment. The 
increase in the last-named industry reflected a contra-seasonal rise in ship~ 
building which more than offset losses in the aircrafts and parts industry. The 
settlement of a major industrial dispute in the textile industry accounted for 
a large part of the rise in non-durables. 


Mining and service recorded the only significant increase among the 
seasonally adjusted indexes of the non=manufacturing industry divisions. In 
mining, re-employment of coal=-miners in Nova Scotia and stepped-up hiring in 
metal mining were factors in the rise. Employment in forestry, public utility 
operation, and trade showed small gains. The only decline of importance occurred 
in construction. In that industry, a larger than seasonal increase in building 
was outweighed by a smaller than average rise in the highway, bridge and street 
component, 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 
51 cents to $80.72 in May. The latest figure was $2.72 above the same month 
last year. Most major industrial divisions showed increases over the month with 
declines being recorded in forestry, public utility operations and service. In 
no case, however, did the changes differ significantly from seasonal patterns. 
The payroll index at 229.4 was 4.4 p.c. above April 1962 and 6.9 p.c. above May 
1961,

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) increased season 
ally from May to June. The June index at 124.8 was 2.9 pece above May. All 
industrial divisions showed higher levels of employment, with construction, man= 
ufacturing and forestry accounting for over three fourths of the overall gain. 


In general, the seasonally-adjusted indexes for the major industry 
divisions showed small increases. However, these were offset mainly by declines in 
construction and in transportation, storage and communication. In the latter 
division, industrial disputes in the trucking industry accounted for the large drop. 


In manufacturing, the seasonally-adjusted indexes for both durables and 
non=durables showed small increases. All major industry groups in the durables 
division recorded larger-than-seasonal advances except transportation equipment 
which declined contra=seasonally. In that group, the aircraft and parts industry 
weakened and declines were also more-than=seasonal in motor vehicles and motor 
parts and accessories as production schedules were completed earlier than usual in 
1962. In non=-durables, most industries increased a little more than seasonally, 
the only significant gain occurring in textile products. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 
25 cents over the month to $81.04. Most major industrial divisions showed 
improvement with the largest increase occurring in construction. Service, public 
utility operation and finance, insurance and real estate recorded small declines. 


The payroll index rose by 3.2 pece to 237.5 in June. This was 6.2 pec. 
above the same month last year.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) rose by 0.6 pec. 
over the month to 125.7 for July. Increases were recorded in all major industrial 
divisions except trade and manufacturing which showed seasonal declines. 


Seasonally adjusted, the composite rose from 121.4 in June to 121.8 in 
July. This increase was brought about mainly by a large rise in transportation, 
storage and communication that followed settlement of a major industrial dispute. 
The seasonally-adjusted index for public utility operation also rose strongly, 
reflecting increases that were above average in every region except British Columbia. 
Finance, insurance and real estate showed a small gain. 


The seasonally~adjusted indexes for manufacturing, mining, trade and 
service were virtually unchanged. In manufacturing, the movement of the adjusted 
indexes of the major components was largely offsetting. The durable index rose 
by 0.5 pec. with most major groups showing improvement. Non=durables declined 
by 0.3 p.c. reflecting smaller-than-usual increases in food and beverages. 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for forestry and construction declined. 
The decreases in construction marked continuation of a trend apparent since 
March 1962. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries decreased 
by 17 cents to $30.83 in July. A reduction of 61 cents in manufacturing con= 
tributed to the overall decline, with most divisions recording little or no 
change 


The payroll index rose by 0.3 per cent over the month. The July index, 
at 238.8, was 6.1 p.c. above the figure for July 1961.

AUGUST, 1962

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) at 126.3 for 
August was up 0.3 pece from July. The rise reflected increases in forestry man= 
ufacturing, construction and service. There was a small decrease in mining while 
the remaining industrial divisions were virtually unchanged. About three quarters 
of the overall gain occurred in manufacturing where both major components advanced. 
A significant increase in the food and beverage group due to the beginning of the 
canning season was a factor in the rise in non-durables. In durables, employment 
rose in transportation equipment following the July shutdowns in the automobile 
industries for model changeover and inventory taking. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite showed a small.decline. 
The reduction reflected minor decreases in the adjusted indexes of a majority of the 
industrial divisions. Forestry and service showed an increase; public utility 
operation and finance, insurance and real estate were virtually unchanged. 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for both major components of manufacturing 
declined although the reduction in non=durables was slight. The decline in the 
seasonally=adjusted durables index reflected a drop in non-metallic mineral products 
and a smaller-than-seasonal rise in transportation equipment. In the former industry 
group, a major industrial dispute in the glass products industry was a factor. 
Transportation equipment rose less than seasonally as some firms in the motor vehicles 
group had not resumed production by the end of the August survey week. In non-durables, 
gains that were larger than average in the food and beverage and paper products 
industries were outweighed by larger-than=-seasonal decreases in clothing and chemical 
products. Industrial disputes caused the fall in the latter. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries for August, 
at $30.35 was 5 cents lower than July. The latest figure was $2.53 above the same 
month last year. There were no significant changes among the major industrial 
divisions. A decline of 40 cents in manufacturing was attributable to a drop of 
over $2.00 in food and beverages, owing to a significant increase in the number of 
seasonal workers, particularly women. 


The payroll index for August was 240.3. This was 0.7 p.ce above July 
) 1962 and 5.3 above August 1961.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) for 
September was down 0.5 poco from August to 126.4. Most industrial divisions © 
showed lower levels of employment as firms reduced their staffs with the 
oncoming of fall. These declines were partly offset by seasonal increases 


in forestry and trade. 


Seasonally adjusted, the composite declined by 0.2 pec. to 121.6. 
The decline was reflected in the seasonally~adjusted indexes for most major 
industrial divisions. The exceptions were manufacturing, trade and finance, 
insurance and real estate which were virtually unchanged. 


In manufacturing the movements of the seasonally-adjusted indexes 
of the major components were offsetting. The September index for durables, 
at 118.9, was up 1.1 p.ce from August. The advance reflected a larger~than- 
usual increase in transportation equipment as workers were recalled in the 
motor vehicles industry after the July and August layoffs. This rise was 
counteracted by a decline in non-durables as the food and beverage group 
showed decreases that were above average. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 
to $31.37 in September, up 57 cents from August. The increases reflected 
an advance of $1.76 in durable goods manufacturing where increased staffs and 
a longer work-week raised per capita earnings. 


The payrolls index for September rose slightly from 241.0 to Ree 5 


This figure was 509 pece above the same month last year.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) 
declined over the month by 0-9 peco, to 125.4 in October. Most major 
industrial divisions showed reductions; the exceptions were forestry, 
trade and finance, insurance and real estate which normally record increases 
between these months. 


14 Seasonally=adjusted, the composite was unchanged at 121.7 as the 
. movement of the major industrial divisions was offsetting. Decreases in 
forestry and mining were balanced by increases in transportation, storage 
and communication and in finance, insurance and real estate. There were 
small variations in the remaining industrial divisions. 


The adjusted index for manufacturing showed no change as a rise in 
the non-durables component was outweighed by a decline in durables. The 
rise in the adjusted non-durables index reflected, mainly, a smaller=than= 
seasonal decline in foods and beveragese The decline in durables resulted 
from decreases that were larger than usual in iron and steel, transportation 
equipment and non-ferrous metals. These losses were offset to some extent 
by a large rise in non-metallic mineral products as an industrial dispute 
in the glass products industry terminated. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 
by 19 cents to $81.59 in October. Most industrial divisions showed higher 
levels of earnings over the month; the only decreases were in construction 
and trade. 


The payroll index fell by 0-7 poco to 240.2 in October. The 
latest figure was 5.3 pece above the same month last year.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) declined by 
1.0 p.ce over the month to 124.2 in November, as many establishments reduced 
staffs with the oncoming of winter. Decreases were recorded in every industrial 
division except trade and finance, insurance and real estate. The usual pre= 
Christmas rise occurred in trade. The increase in finance, insurance and real 
estate was fractional. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite rose from 121.7 in 
October to 122.1 in November. Some advances occurredin the adjusted indexes of 
nearly all industrial divisions, but most of the overall gain took place in 
manufacturing and construction. The only significant decline was recorded in 


mining « 


The rise in the seasonally=adjusted index for manufacturing re= 
flected improvement in the durables division. In that component, declines 
in iron and steel, non-ferrous metals and electrical apparatus and supplies were 
smaller than usual. In addition, there was a contra=seasonal advance in non- 
metallic mineral products reflecting the termination of a major industrial 
dispute. 

Average weekly wages and salaries at $81.58 were virtually 
unchanged from October. The latest figure was 92.76 above November 1961. The 


payroll index declined from 240.1 in October to 238.0 in November. The 
November index was 5.7 pece above the same month last year.

Seasonally-adjusted, 
the composite advanced from 122.1 in November to 122.4 in December, largely as a 
result of improvement in trade and in transportation, storage and communication.

Despite the large decrease in trade, the overall decline was milder than in 
previous years largely because of an increase in manufacturing and a smaller-than= 
usual decrease in construction. 


Seasonally~adjusted, the industrial composite rose over the month 
by 0.8 p.ece to 123.3. The increase reflected gains in construction and manufactur- 
ing. There were also advances in public utility operation, service and finance, 
insurance and real estate. Forestry was the only industry for which the adjusted 
index declined. 


In manufacturing, there were increases in the adjusted indexes for 
both durable and non-durable goods manufacturing. In durables, employment gains 
in wood and iron and steel products outweighed a larger-than-seasonal decline in 
non-metallic mineral products. In non=-durables, the resumption of operations 
in a few large tobacco=processing plants after temporary layoffs during the last 
half of December was a factor in the advance. However, there was also some 
strengthening in leather, textile and clothing products. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries for 
January at $81.87 was $3.42 above the December figure. A large increase at this

In construction, the rise marked the beginning of summer activity 
while in the latter division the advance reflected the opening of the navigation 
season, The industrial composite indexes of employment rose for all provinces 
except New Brunswick and Alberta. 


Seasonally~adjusted, the Canada industrial composite index of employment 
for April was virtually wmchanged at 123.7. Changes were generally small among 
the major industrial divisions. A decline in forestry reflected larger-than-usual 
decreases for that division in Ontario.

The industrial composite index cf employment (1949=100) rose by 3 p.c. 
from May to June, reaching 127.2 in the latter month. There were gains in all 
industrial divisions surveyed, and in all provinces, as is usual during the spring 
period. 


Increases in the construction indexes for most provinces were con= 
siderably less than seasonal. In consequence, the seasonally—adjusted index for 
the industry declined substantially for the second successive month. Industrial 
disputes accounted for a small part of the decrease. There were minor decreases in 
the adjusted indexes for durable goods manufacturing, public utility operation, and 
transportation, storage and communication. 


The seasonally~adjusted employment indexes for trade, service and 
finance, insurance and reali estate gained between May and June, indicating a 
continuation of the upward trends in employment in these industries, The indexes 
for forestry and mining rose slightly after declining from March to May. These 
gains were outweighed by the declines in other industries; in consequence, there was 
a small decline in the adjusted composite index. 


The seasonally~adjusted industrial composite employment indexes for 
the Atlantic and Prairie regions declined from May to June. ‘The indexes for all 
provinces in these two regions also declined, with the exception of that for Nova 
Scotia, which rose somewhat. There were no appreciable changes in the adjusted 
indexes for Quebec, Ontario and British Columbia. 


The industrial composite figure of average weekly wages and salaries 
rose to $83.62 in June. This figure was slightly less than that for May 1963, and 
$2.57 above that for June 1962. The composite payroll index for June was 249.8, 
up 2.9 pec. from May 1963, and 5.0 p.c. from June 1962.

In manufacturing, employment declined sharply as 
firms in the motor vehicle and motor parts and accessories industries reduced staffs 
to carry out the annual model changeover. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite index for July was unchangea 
at 123.7. There were reductions in non-durable goods manufacturing, construction and 
public utility operation. In non~durables, employment rose considerably less than 
seasonally due mainly to a major industrial dispute in fisheries in British Columbia. 
The continued decline in construction reflected weakening in most regions but 
industrial disputes in Ontario were also a contributing factor. 


Increases occurred in the seasonally-adjusted employment indexes for six 
provinces. The increases were offset by declines in Newfoundland, Alberta, and 
British Columbia. The adjusted index for Ontario was unchanged from June to 
July.

A major part of this increase reflected strengthening 
in the durables component where larger=than=seasonal gains were recorded in trans= 
portation equipment. 


The seasonally=adjusted industrial composites for four of the five regions 
advanced in August. The largest percentage gain occurred in British Columbia 
where the settlement of a major industrial dispute in fisheries was a factor in the 
increase.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 128.7 
at the end of November 1963, down 0.5 pec. from the October figure of 129.4.

Trade usually 
shows a large increase just prior to Christmas; however, the rise in 1963 was 
above average.

The advance in the adjusted index 
for durables resulted mainly from an above-average increase in transportation 
equipment and a smaller—than-seasonal decline in wood products. A major factor 
contributing to the rise in the adjusted index for construction was a smaller-than- 
usual decline in the highway component. 


The seasonally adjusted industrial composites for nearly all 
provinces rose from October to November. Marked improvement occurred in the Prairie 
Region where the adjusted index for each province rose by 1.5 pec. or more. There 
was virtually no change in the Atlantic Region as advances in the adjusted indexes 
for Newfoundland and New Brunswick were offset by reductions in those for Prince 
Edward Island and Nova Scotia. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries for 
November was $84.63, virtually unchanged from October. However, the latest per 
capita figure was $3.08 above November 1962. The payroll index for November, at 
255.6, was down 0.6 pece from October, but up 7.4 pece from the November 1962 
figure of 237.9.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) declined less than 
seasonally from November to December. The latest index was 125.4, down Rod PeCeo 
from November. As usual for the time of year, employment declined in all major 
industrial divisions except trade and finance, insurance, and real estate; trade 
traditionally rises to a seasonal peak in December. 


Seasonally=adjusted, the industrial composite rose by 1.0 po.ce from 126.3 
in November to 127.6 at the end of December. The marked advance reflected in- 
creases in manufacturing (1.4 pece), construction (2.6 p.c.) and transportation, 
storage and communication (1.3 poce)o In manufacturing, the adjusted indexes for 
both major components, durables and non=durables, rose strongly. In durables, a 
major part of the gain occurred in the wood, iron and steel and transportation 
equipment industries. In non-durables, strengthening in food and beverages, 
clothing and paper products were important factors. . 


The rise in the seasonally~adjusted index for construction was a 
result of smaller—than-seasonal declines in general engineering and in highway, 
bridge and street construction. The large rise in the adjusted index for trans- 
portation, storage and communication, reflected continued expansion in water 
transportation. | 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment for all regions were up 
in December, The largest increases were in the Atlantic Region (1.9 pec.) and 
British Columbia (2.0 p.c.}. In the remaining regions, employment was up by 
1.0 pec. in Quebec, 0.8 pec. in the Prairie Region, and 0.4 peCe in Ontario. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries declined 
by $2.84 to $81.77 in December. The December figure was $3.32 above the same 
month last year. The payroll index, at 240.60, was down 5.8 pece from November 
1963 but up 8.7 pec. from the December 1962 figure of 221.4.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) declined less than 
seasonally from December to January. The January index, at 123.3, was down 1.5 pee 
from December 1963. As is usual for the time of year; most major industrial 
divisions declined. More than half the overall reduction occurred in trade, re= 
flecting the lay-off of casual employees taken on during the Christmas season. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite rose from 127.4 in December 
to 129.0 at the end of January. The increase reflected advances in all major 
industrial divisions. Over one third of the gains originated in the construction 
industry where expansion in the building and general engineering component was a 
major factor in raising the seasonally-adjusted index by 5-5 % to 133.9, its highest 
level since the fall of 195%. 


The adjusted index for manufacturing rose by 0.6 pec. to 120.3 in January. 
The increase was due to a marked rise in durables where transportation equipment, 
wood and iron and steel products continued to expand. The small rise in the 
adjusted index for non=-durables resulted from above-average increases in rubber, 
textiles and miscellaneous manufacturing industries. 


All regions shared in the expansion in employment. Increases in the 
seasonally-adjusted industrial composite for the regions ranged from 0.9 PeCo 
in British Columbia to 2.6 p.c. in the Atlantic Region. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose 
seasonally by $3.15 to 84.79 in January. This increase was 2.78 above the same 
month last year. ‘The payroll index for January, at 24504, was 263 pec. above the 
December 1963 figure of 239.8 and 8.2 pec. above the January 1%3 index of 226.7.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 123.0 at the 
end of February, down slightly from the January figure of 1<3.3. Among the major 
industriel divisions, increases in manufacturing and service were outweighed by 
reductions in forestry, construction and trade. There was little change in the 
remaining divisions. 


Seasonally~adjusted, the industrial composite rose from 129.0 in January 
to 129.4 in February marking the seventh successive month for which a month-to-month 
increase was recorded. The seasonally-adjusted indexes for most major industrial 
divisions also advanced, with the largest percentage gains occurring in forestry and 
service. There were declines in the adjusted indexes for construction and transportation, 
storage and communication. The decrease in construction was not large enough to offset 
the unusually large increase which occurred between December and January. As a result, the 
the adjusted index for the current month was substantially higher than that for any month 
(other than January 1964) in the past three years. 


The adjusted index for manufacturing rose by 0.3 p.c. to 120.8 at the end of 
February. The increase reflected continued strengthening in both major components, 
however, the expansion in durables in the current month was dampened by a major industrial 
dispute in shipbuilding and repairing in British Columbia. 


The seasonally~adjusted indexes for Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Ontario and Alberta advanced in February. The adjusted index for Quebec was unchanged 
while the indexes for the remaining provinces declined. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries was $85.72 in 
February, up 62 cents from January 1964 and $2.85 from February 1963. The payroll index 
for February, at 247.4, was up 0.4 p.c. from January 1904 and 8.5 p.c. above the February 
1963 figure of 228.1.

The increase marked the beginning of the 
seasonal upturn in employment as gains of 5.8 per cent and 2.4 per cent were re- 
corded in-construction and transportation, storage and communication respectively. 


“Seasonally~adjusted, the industrial composite declined from 129.4 in 
March to 129.1 in April. The decrease resulted primarily from reductions in 
construction and trade. In the former, employment failed to rise in highway, 
bridge and street construction to the same extent as in earlier years. In the 
latter, there was a eontra~seasonal decline in the retail component. These losses, 
together with smaller decreases in public utility operation and transportation, 
storage and communication were offset to some extent by substantial increases in 
forestry and mining. In the latter, the gain resulted from the recall of coal 
miners in Nova Scotia who were laid off temporariiy in Marche 


Regionally, only the seasonally~adjusted index for the Atlantic Region 
was improved from March. The indexes for Quebec and Ontario declined, while those 
for the Prairie Region and British Columbia were virtually unchanged. 

The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 
$1.01 to $86.28 in April, a larger-than-usual increase for the time of year. 

The rise in April reflected a return to a more usual work week in construction 
after considerable short time in March due to Good Friday. For a similar reason, 
the payroll index rose markedly by 2.1 per cent to 254.3. 


Compared to last year, per capita earnings were $2.75 higher and payrolls 
were 7.8 per cent higher.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) advanced by 3.5 per 
cent to 128.9 in May, as most outdoor industries began to intensify operations. 
Employment increased in all major industrial divisions over the month, with over 
three quarters of the overall gains originating among the goods-producing industrial 
divisions. 


Seasonally~adjusted, the industrial composite was unchanged at 129.0, 
reflecting offsetting movements among the major industrial divisions. A large 
advance in forestry and smaller gains in public utility operation, trade, service 
and finance, insurance and real estate were offset by declines in mining, construc- 
tion and transportation, storage and communication. 


The seasonally-adjusted index for manufacturing was virtually unchanged in 
May, as a small increase in non-durables was offset by a decrease in durables. The 
decline in the seasonally-adjusted durables index reflected developments in wood 
products where a major industrial dispute in British Columbia caused the April-to- 
May advance in the saw and planing mills industry to be substantially below the 
seasonal average. The losses in wood products were offset to some extent by an 
above-average increase in transportation equipment following settlement of a major 
industrial dispute in British Columbia shipbuilding. 


Quebec was the only region for which the seasonally-adjusted index of 
employment rose from April to May. The advance in that region resulted from an 
above-average increase in forestry. The adjusted index for Ontario was unchanged 
while those for the remaining regions declined. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 47 
cents from April to May. The May figure, at $86.80, was $3.11 above May 1963. 
The payroll index for May, at 262.6,was 4.0 per cent above April 1964 and 8.1 per 
cent above the May 1963 figure of 242.9.

The industrial composite index of employment rose to 133.0 in June, up 3.0 
p.c. from the May figure of 129.1. As is usuai during the spring period, all major 
industrial divisions increased over the month; forestry led the way with an in- 
crease of 34.4 p.c. as establishments in Eastern Canada increased the work force 
for the summer cut. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite was virtually unchanged at 
129.1. The adjusted indexes for most major industrial divisions likewise showed 
little movement. Exceptions were forestry which declined and public utility 
operation which rose. The decline in forestry followed an unusually large advance 
in May which reflected an early start by some major producers in Quebec. Conse 
quently, the number of employees required in June to meet summer production 
schedules was smaller than usual. 


In manufacturing, the major components showed offsetting movements with 
durables increasing from 127.2 to 127.6 and non-durables decreasing from 115.6 to 
115.0. In durables, employment levels in transportation equipment were well main- 
tained although this industry usually declines in June; in addition, there was a 
larger-than-seasonal increase in electrical apparatus and supplies. In non- 
durables, employment rose less than seasonally in food and beverages, and paper 
products and declined contra~seasonaily in printing, publishing and allied indus- 
tries, The weakening in the last named industry was a result of industrial dis= 
putes. 


The seasonally~adjusted indexes for most provinces declined moderately in 
June. However, the overall reduction was offset to some extent by increases in 
Nova Scotia, Ontario, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries declined by 17 
cents to $86.63 in June. This figure was $2.93 above the June 1963 figure of 


$83.70. The payroll index for June, at 270.4, was 2.8 p.c. above May 1964 and 7.9 
p.c. above June 1963.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 133.7 in July, 
up fractionally from the June figure of 133.4. A small rise is not unusual between 
these months because reductions in manufacturing resulting from shutdowns in the 
automobile industries for model changeover tend to offset increases in other 
divisions. Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite rose slightly to 129.7, 
thus continuing the sluggish upward movement in evidence since February of this 
) year when it stood at 129.2, 


The adjusted indexes for the forestry, trade and service divisions made 
significant gains in July, although in trade, part of the increase reflected the 
settlement of a major industrial dispute in retailing. There was little or no 
change in manufacturing, in transportation, storage and communication and in 
finance, insurance and real estate; the adjusted indexes for construction and 
public utility operations declined, 


Regionally, the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite for British Columbia 
advanced by 1.4 p.c., as major industrial disputes terminated in the wood and paper 
products industries, The adjusted indexes for other regions were virtually un- 
changed from June.

Manufacturing accounted for well over half the overall gain as employees 
were recalled in the motor vehicles and related industries following completion of

The industrial composite index of employment declined from 136.4 in August 
to 136.0 at the end of September. The change between these months is usually small 
as most industries are operating at seasonal peaks of production at this time. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite advanced from 130.8 in August 
to 131.0 in September. The increase resulted from small to moderate gains in most 
major industrial divisions. Declines occurred in forestry, mining and service. 


The small increase in manufacturing (0.2 p.c.) resulted from an advance in 
durables of 0.4 p.c. In that component, all major industry groups strengthened 
except transportation equipment, for which an increase from August to September 
did not differ significantly from usual seasonal movements. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composites for all regions except the 
Atlantic Region advanced in September. The increases were moderate, however, 
varying from 0.2 p.c. in British Columbia to 0.6 p.c. in the Prairie Region. The 
reduction in the Atlantic region reflected movements in Newfoundland and Nova 
Scotia, where the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment 
declined by 1.7 p.c. and 2.0 p.c., respectively. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries for September, 
rose by 87 cents to $88.04. The September figure was $3.82 above September 1963. 
The payroll index for the current month was up 0.6 p.c. from August and 9.1 p.c. 
from the same month last year.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 134.4 in October, 
down 1.3 p.c. from the September figure of 136.2. The decrease resulted from de~ 
elines in all major divisions except trade. Widespread reductions are usual between 
these months as many establishments begin to reduce staffs associated with summer 
activities. There was an increase in trade as retail establishments took on addi-~ 
tional workers to cope with the heavy year-end buying associated with Christmas. 


Seasonally=-adjusted, the composite was off 0.2 p.c. from 131.2 to 131.0. 
The slackening reflected declines in the adjusted indexes for forestry (7.4%), 
manufacturing (0.7%), transportation, storage and communication (0.7%) and finance, 
insurance and real estate (0.9%). At least three quarters of the overall reduction 
} resulted from the decreases in forestry and manufacturing. In the former, the 
weakening was centred in Quebec and the Atlantic Region, and continued a trend which 
has been in evidence for several months. In the latter, the decreases resulted from 
extensive layoffs in the automobile industries due to shortages of materials and 
orders arising from industrial disputes in the United States. 


The only substantial increase occurred in construction where the adjusted 
index rose by 2.9 p.c. The large advance originated mainly in the building and 
general engineering component. In that component, employment showed virtually no 
change between September and October whereas in every year since 1956 it has fallen 
from 2 to 4 per cent between these months. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment for 
Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario declined in 
October, although the decrease in Quebec was slight. The seasonally-adjusted in- 
dexes for all western previnces and Nova Scotia rose in October; the percentage 
gains amounted to 1 p.c. or more for each province except British Columbia where 
the index rose by 0.6 p.c. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 56 cents 
to $88.56 in October; this figure was $3.91 above last year's October figure of

The preliminary industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 134.7 
at the end of November, unchanged from the revised October figure. Typically, 
employment declines about 1.0 p.c. between October and November; this year, employ- 
ment levels were maintained, largely as a result of a marked rise in transportation 
equipment. The substantial increase in transportation equipment followed extensive 
layoffs in October due to shortages of orders and parts associated with industrial 
disputes in the United States. 


| Seasonally-adjusted, the industrial composite rose by 1.0 p.c. from 131.3 in 

) October to 132.6 in November. Most major industrial divisions increased over the 
month, with mining and manufacturing leading with percentage increases of 1.5 p.c. 
and 1.9 p.c., respectively. The major part of the gain originated in manufacturing, 
due primarily to an increase of 3.2 p.c. in the durables component; the advance in 
durables resulted from marked improvement in wood, iron and steel and non-metallic 
mineral products in addition to the strong recovery in transportation equipment 
noted above. The increase in mining reflected smaller-than-seasonal reductions in 
metals and non-metals. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composites for all provinces, except Prince 
Edward Island and Quebec, rose in November. The percentage gains ranged from 0.8 
p.c. in Alberta to 3.0 p.c. in Newfoundland. The most significant advance (in terms 
of numbers involved) occurred in Ontario where increases in the automobile industries 
were a major factor. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries declined by 50 
cents to $87.98 in November. The latest figure was $3.37 above the same month last 


year. The payroll index, at 278.1, was down 0.6 p.c. from October but up 8.8 p.c. 
from the November 1963 index of 255.5.

The industrial composite index of employment declined 2.6 p.c. from the end of 
November to 131.2 at the end of December. As usual for the time of year, employment 
declined in all major industrial divisions except trade which rose slightly, and 
finance, insurance and real estate which was virtually unchanged. Typically, employ- 
ment in trade reaches a seasonal peak in December as retailers add to their staffs 
to handle last minute Christmas buying and year-end sales. However, the increase in 
December 1964 was below average due, in large part, to industrial disputes in Quebec. 


Seasonally-adjusted, the industrial composite rose by Oe-pec., to 133.4:in 
December. The large advance resulted from strengthening in manufacturing, construction 
and in transportation, storage and communication. The rise in manufacturing was evenly 
distributed between its two major components, each showing gains of more than | p.c. 

In durables, there were smaller-than-seasonal declines for each industry except 
transportation equipment. In non-durables, most major industry groups showed marked 
improvement after allowance for usual seasonal variations; the only exceptions were 
rubber and petroleum in which employment declined seasonally, and leather in which 
employment declined more than seasonally. 


Both major components of construction strengthened over the month, with 
building and general engineering continuing the expansion that began in the second half 
of 1964. In transportation, storage and communication, a decline Of 1,2 (p.cs. 19 the 


transportation component was much smaller than the usual decrease at this time.

The industrial composite index of employment (1949 = 100) was 129,3 in February, 
virtually unchanged from January. Typically, employment declines moderately between 
January and February due to seasonal reductions in forestry, construction and trade;

The large advance reflected increases in the 
seasonally-adjusted indexes for all major industrial divisions except manufacturing, 
which showed a small decline. About three quarters of the increase originated in 
forestry, construction and trade where the adjusted indexes rose by 9.3 p.c., 1.5 
p.c. and 1.6 p.c., respectively. Industrial disputes in the transportation equip- 
ment group effected a decline of 0.3 p.c. in the adjusted index for manufacturing. 


In all provinces, the seasonally-adjusted indexes of employment advanced over 
the month. The gains ranged from fractional increases of 0.1 p.c. in Ontario and 
Manitoba to gains of 3.8 p.c. in Newfoundland. However, a rise of 1.4 p.c. in 
Quebec was of greatest importance because of the large labour force of that province. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries rose by 10 cents 
in February to $89.31. The February figure was $3.57 above the same month last year. 


The payroll index, at 271.0 was unchanged from January but up 9.5 p.c. from 
February 1964,

The industrial composite index of employment (1949 = 100) was 130.6 at the end 
of March, up 0.8 p.c. from the February figure of 129.5. The February-to-March 
advance was above average; typically, employment shows a small increase between these 
months as increases in a number of major industrial divisions tend to be offset by 
substantial reductions in forestry. In 1965, however, the increase in manufacturing 
was above-average while the decrease in forestry was smaller than usual. 


Seasonally-adjusted, the industrial composite increased from 136.1 in February 

} to 137.1 in March. Nearly all major industrial divisions shared in this advance, 
with the largest relative gains being recorded in forestry, mining and manufacturing. 
The large increase in forestry partly reflects changing seasonal patterns; thus in- 
creased mechanization coupled with greater accessibility to logging sites are gradually 
changing logging from a seasonal to a year-round activity, thereby greatly reducing 
the amplitude of the seasonal swing in employment. The increase in manufacturing 
resulted from the settlement of major industrial disputes in the motor vehicle and 
iron castings industries. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment for New- 
foundland, Nova Scotia, Quebec and Ontario increased by 0.8 p.c. or more from 
February-to-March. The adjusted index for British Columbia was virtually unchanged, 
while the indexes for each of the Prairie Provinces, and for Prince Edward Island and 
New Brunswick were down over the month. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries was $90.18 in 
March, up 88 cents from February. The latest per capita figure was up $4.91 from the 


March 1964 figure of $85.27. The payroll index at the end of March was 276.6, up

The industrial composite index of employment (1949=100) was 131.8 in April, up 
0.7 p.c. from the March index of 130.9. Typically, construction, transportation, 
storage and communication and service showed marked increases althoughsthe sise yin 
construction was much less than is usual for the time of year. Forestry and mining 
recorded marked reductions; the decrease in forestry reflected the completion of 
the winter cut in Eastern Canada, while the reduction in mining resulted from the 
usual cut-backs in oil and gas drilling in Western Canada due to road bans 


associated with spring thaw. 


The seasonally-adjusted industrial composite for April, at 136.6, was virtually 
unchanged from March as movements in the major industrial divisions were offsetting. 
Increases in forestry (4.7 p.c.), trade (1.4 p.c.) and service (1.0 p.c.) were 
balanced by a reduction in construction of (3.3 p.c.). 


The seasonally-adjusted indexes for March and April shown on the back or this 
page are the latest of a completely revised set of seasonally-adjusted data. All 
series shown in this statement are revised annually in order to incorporate more 
recent information about seasonal patterns in industrial employment. The revisions 
date from January 1960. Data for the years 1962 to date will appear in the April 
issue of Employment and Payrolls to be released in July 1965. The years 1960 and 
1961 will appear in the "Annual Review of Employment and Payrolls, "Catalogue No.

An increase of this 
size in May is typical because outdoor industries are rapidly increasing staffs to 
prepare for peak summer production. Thus, forestry rose by 49.7 p.c. and con- 
struction by 11.8 p.c. 


Seasonally adjusted, the industrial composite for May, at 137.0, was virtually 
unchanged from April. There were fractional increases in most major individual 
divisions, but these were balanced for the most part by a decline in forestry. The 
decrease in forestry partly reflected changing seasonal patterns in the industry in 
Eastern Canada; in the past two years, employment levels have been unusually high 
in April so that the typical large increase between April and May, associated with 
the commencement of the ''summer cut", has been reduced. 


In manufacturing, the adjusted index for May, at 126.8 was up 0.2 per cent 
from April. The slight increase was due, mainly, to an advance in non-durables of 
0.5 per cent as most component industry groups indicated some strengthening. The 
adjusted index for durable goods manufacturing showed little change as employment 
trends in the major component industries were largely offsetting. 


Regionally, the seasonally-adjusted industrial composite indexes of employment 
showed mixed trends. Increases were recorded in Ontario (0.5 p.c.) and British 
Columbia (0.2 p.c.). Quebec was unchanged while the indexes for the Atlantic and 
Prairie Regions declined. 


The industrial composite of average weekly wages and salaries for May, at

The unadjusted industrial composite index of employment (1961=100) rose 0.2 
p.c. from January to 114.5. The index was 6.8 p.c. higher than in February last year.

The main industrial influences on the seasonally-adjusted index were gains over 
January in manufacturing, construction and transportation, communication and other 
utilities. In manufacturing small increases were reported in both durables and non- 
durables as employment rose in all the larger manufacturing industries except tobacco 
and food and beverages. The rise in the construction seasonally-adjusted index mainly 
originated in engineering, particularly in the other engineering industry.

decline in Quebec. Ontario rose by 0.7 p.c., the Prairie Region by-O.8opeics, and 
British Columbia remained unchanged. The gain in the Atlantic Region was concen- 
trated in Newfoundland and New Brunswick. 


Average weekly wages and salaries at the industrial composite level fell 10 
cents from February to $94.99 in March. The latest figure is $4.96 above March last 
year.

Regionally, changes from February ranged from a decrease. of $1235 in British

Seasonally-adjusted employment indexes. The main industrial influences on 
the composite index were gains in forestry, trade and transportation, communication 
and other utilities. Construction reported a 1.0 p.c. decline as the increase in 
the number of employees reported was somewhat less than is normal for this time of 
year. In manufacturing the adjusted index rose by 0.2 p.c. as a slight decline in 
non-durables was more than offset by a gain in durables. Small increases occurred 
in the remaining industry divisions: service (0.1 p.c.), finance, insurance and 
real estate (0.3 p.c.) and mining (0.7 p.c.). 


Among the regions, gains from last month in the seasonally-adjusted indexes 
for Quebec and the Atlantic Region more than offset the effect of a decline in 
Ontario. British Columbia reported a small increase while the Prairie Region fell 
slightly. The largest percentage change took place in the Atlantic Region as a 
result of gains in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries. Average weekly wages and salaries at the 
industrial composite level rose 65 cents from $95.12 in March to $95.77 in April. 
Higher wages and salaries were reported in all industry divisions except mining 
where seasonal reductions in hours worked depressed weekly earnings. The largest 
increases were in forestry ($3.53), transportation, storage and communication 
($1.39) and construction ($1.54). In other industries gains ranged from 28 cents 
in non-durable goods manufacturing to 59 cents in trade. The increase in average 
weekly wages and salaries at the industrial composite level was also partly the 
result of a relatively large gain in construction employment where wages are above 
average.

showed little change from May as a slight decline in durables was offset by an 
increase. in non-durables. Forestry and construction recorded declines, as employment 
increases were below average for this time of year. All other industry divisions 
showed small increases with the exception of service where there was a small decline. 


Among the regions, changes from last month in the seasonally-adjusted employ- 
ment indexes were small. A 0.5 p.c. increase in Ontario offset declines in all 
other regions. These ranged from 1.0 p.c. in British Columbia to 0.2 p.c. in the 
Prairie Region. The Atlantic Region decreased by 0.7 p.c. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries. - Average weekly wages and salaries at the 


industrial composite level at $95.99 showed no change from last month. Decreases in 
forestry, construction, manufacturing and mining were offset by increases in the 
other industry divisions. Excluding forestry, where average wages tend to fluctuate 
widely, changes ranged from a 75 cent increase in trade to a 92 cent decrease in 
construction. : 


Regionally, average weekly wages and salaries showed little change from last 
month. The largest changes were an 82 cent increase in the Prairie Region and a 70 
cent decline in British Columbia. Other regions remained virtually unchanged. 


The latest composite figure was $5.11 above June last year. In the year-over- 


year comparison, the largest industrial gain was in construction ($12.91) and the 
largest regional increase in Quebec ($6.48).

The unadjusted composite index of employment (1961 = 100) decreased by 0.8 per cent from 124.6 
in June to 123.6 in July and was 1.7 per cent lower than in July of last year. Seasonally-adjusted, 
the index at 120.5 was 0.7 per cent lower than the June index of 121.4. 


Seasonally-adjusted employment indexes. Among the industry divisions, the largest decreases 
were recorded in forestry (5.4 per cent), construction (2.1 per cent) and transportation, communication 
and other utilities (4.0 per cent). The decline in communication affected all regions and can be 
attributed to the industrial dispute among the post office employees. Manufacturing showed an increase 
after seasonal adjustment. All regions showed decreases ranging from 0.2 per cent in Ontario to a) 
per cent in the Prairie Region. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries. At the composite Level, average weekly wages and salaries 
at $109.83 were slightly lower than in June and $6.48 higher than in July of last year. The largest 
month-over-month increase was recorded in construction ($2.71) while forestry showed the largest 
decrease ($2.34). Among the regions, the largest change was a decline of 79 cents in British Columbia. 


August 1968 


Preliminary estimates indicate that the composite index of employment increased to 125.4 in 
August from 123.6 in July. Most industry divisions showed increases. The manufacturing index rose 
substantially reflecting a return to work following July layoffs associated with the model changeover 
in motor vehicles. The termination of an industrial dispute involving post office employees contributed 
to the rise in the composite index. At the composite level, average weekly wages and salaries showed 
an increase of $1.34. Service and trade showed slight declines while all other industry divisions 
showed increases. Further industry and area detail other than that shown in the table below in not 
yet available.

The unadjusted composite index of employment

Among the industry divisions, change 
in April over the preceding month was increases in 
construction ($10.48); forestry ($3.96); finance, in- 
surance and real estate ($1.55); manufacturing ($1.37); 
transportation, communication and other utilities 
($1.25) and service ($1.01) and a decrease in mining

JANVIER 1971 


En janvier, l'indice synthétique non-désaisonnalisé de 
L'emploi (1961=100) était de 123.0, soit 1.9% de moins qu'en 
décembre 1970 (125.4) et 1.1% de moins qu'en janvier 1970 
(124.4). Toutes les branches d'activité ont eu leur part dans 
la diminution de l'emploi, & l'exception de l'extraction minié- 
re, qui a enregistré un léger gain. L'emploi a diminué dans 
toutes les régions. 


L'indice désaisonnalisé a subi une légére régression 
(0.3%) au cours du mois. L'emploi a diminué dans toutes les 
branches d'activité, sauf dans le commerce et les finances, 
l'assurance et l'immeuble, ot il est resté au méme niveau qu‘'en 
décembre 1970. La construction a enregistré la plus forte 
diminution. Sur le plan régional, la région de 1'At Lantique 
a enregistré une augmentation de 1.2%, le Québec et la région 
des Prairies ont connu le m@éme niveau qu'en décembre 1970, mais 
l'Ontario et la Colombie-Britannique ont subi des diminutions 
de 0.9% et 1.1% respectivement. 


Rémunération hebdomadaire moyenne - En janvier, la rému- 
nération hebdomadaire moyenne dans l'ensemble des branches 


d'activité a monté de $3.51, soit de 2.8% par rapport & 
décembre 1970 ($127.31). De janvier 1970 & janvier 1971, la 
rémunération hebdomadaire moyenne s'est accrue de $7.74 (6.3%) 5 
elle était de $123.08 en janvier 1970. L'augmentation de 
janvier 1971 est due a la reprise de l'activité normale aprés 
les mises A pied de courte durée et les fermetures de courte 
durée 3 l'occasion des Fétes en décembre. La rémunération 
hebdomadaire moyenne a été plus élevée dans toutes les branches 
d'activité et dans toutes les régions. Les augmentations les 
plus fortes ont été enregistrées dans la construction ($24.63), 
L'exploitation forestiére ($7.02) et la fabrication ($3.04).

MARCH 1971 


The March advance estimate of employment for the 
indus(rial composite, unadjusted for seasonal variations 
indicated an increase from February 1971 and a slight 
decline from March 1970. 


Atter adjustment for seasonal variations, the em- 
ployment index-rose to 127.7 from the level of 127.2 
recorded last month. Among the industry divisions, for 
which data are presented in Table A, all showed increases 
except service which declined slightly. 


Average weekly wages and salaries at the industrial 
composite level at $132.10 were higher in March than in 
February. Among the industry divisions shown, increases 
were recorded in all except mining which declined. 


For March 1971, additional industry and area de- 
tails other than those presented in Table A are not 
yet available.

FEBRUARY 1971 
Employment - The February index of emp ent for 
the industrial composite (1961100), not a 
seasonal variations, was 122.7. This wa 
lower than the 123.0 recorded in Januar§_a 1.3 per 
cent lower than the February 1970 level o 4.3.4,,There 
were declines from January in employment in fo Lay, 
mining and trade and small increases in the other 
sions. 


Seasonally-adjusted, however, the industrial com- 
posite index rose by 0.3 per cent to 127.2. There were 
increases in all industry divisions except mining and 
construction, which declined, and manufacturing which 
showed no change. 


Average Weekly Wages and Salaries - Average 


weekly wages and salaries at the industrial composite 
level rose $0.88 (0.7 per cent) to $131.70 in February. 
Over-the-year, the increase in average weekly wages and 
salaries was $7.54 (6.1 per cent) from the level of 
$124.16 recorded in February 1970. There were increases 
from January in forestry, construction, trade, service, 
and transportation, communication and other utilities, 
and declines in the other divisions. The largest in- 
creases were in forestry ($10.37) and construction 
($4.58).
